Cardinal  Spellman's  Attack 


NASHVILLE,  Tenn.— (BR)— “Freedom’s  holy  light,  a  phrase  irom

NASHVILLE,  Tenn. — (BP) — South¬ 
ern  Association  of  Baptist  Colleges 
and  Schools  meeting  here  unani¬ 
mously  approved  a  resolution  scoring 
Cardinal  Spellman's  attack  on  Mrs. 
Eleanor  Roosevelt  for  her  statement 
that  tax  funds  should  not  be  used 
for  parochial  schools. 

The  resolution.  Introduced  by  Dr. 
J.  Ollie  Edmonds,  president  of  Stetson 
University,  Deland.  Fla.,  read: 

“The  Southern  Association  of  Bap¬ 
tist  Colleges  and  Schools,  meeting  in 
annual  session  at  Nashville,  Tenn., 
regrets  to  observe  that  a  distinguish¬ 
ed  American  churchman  has  at¬ 
tempted  to  discredit  another  distin¬ 
guished  American  citizen,  Mrs.  Elean¬ 
or  Roosevelt,  by  accusing  her  of  re¬ 
ligious  intolerance  because  of  a  cour¬ 
ageous  public  statment  o posing  the 
use  of  tax  money  for  private  or  re¬ 
ligious  schools. 

“The  secretary  of  the  Association  is 
instructed  to  inform  Mrs.  Roosevelt 
that  the  members  of  this  Associa¬ 
tion  deplore  this  unwarranted  criti¬ 
cism  of  her  belief  in  the  American 
policy  of  absolute  separation  of  the 
church  and  state.  Adherence  to  this 
traditional  policy  has  kept  this  na¬ 
tion  free  from  many  contentions 
which  have  divided  other  nations 
where  civil  and  ecclesiastical  func¬ 
tions  are  not  completely  separated.” 

The  Barden  bill,  H.R.  4554.  provides 
that  Federal  aid  to  education  shall 
be  only  for  “tax  supported  grade 
schools  and  high  schools  which  are 
under  public  supervision  and  con¬ 
trol.”  Roman  Catholics  have  thrown 
their  support  behind  a  bill  to  make 
the  payment  of  Federal  funds  avail¬ 
able  for  Roman  Catholic  schools.  The 
8enate  has  passed  the  Thomas  bill 
which  leaves  the  matter  for  the  states 
to  decide.

“Baptists  have  always  fought  for 
freedom  to  worship  Ood  Baptist  are 
working  today  In  a  great  evangelis¬ 
tic  crusade  to  free  men  from  the 
bondage  of  sin.”  Dr.  Hobbs  said.  “We 
believe  that  we  can  make  a  great 
impact  in  Chicago  by  stressing  again 
and  again  the  great  freedom  to  be 
found  In  Christ  Jesus,  both  at  home 
and  around  the  world.” 

The  complete  program  will  not  be 
released  until  December,  but  It  was 
announced  that  the  opening  session 
on  Tuesday  night  would  be  a  foreign 
mission  rally,  and  the  closing  ses¬ 
sion  on  Friday  night  will  be  an 
evangelistic  service.

Factor  Say*  Unwise  To  Meet

CROP,  which  is  sponsored  by 
Church  World  Service  (22  Protestant 
denominations),  Lutheran  World  Re¬ 
lief  and  Catholic  Rural  Life,  has  sent 
food  to  22  nations.  There  It  is  distri¬ 
buted  through  the  church  agency  of 
the  donor's  choice  to  the  neediest,  re¬ 
gardless  of  race  or  creed. 

This  year’s  CROP  campaign,  which 
is  the  largest  relief  program  of  its 
kind,  now  is  going  into  full  speed 
ail  over  the  nation,  with  principal 
emphasis  in  the  30  top  agricultural 
statea  Last  year's  contributions  from 
M  states  totalled  75,000,000  pounds,  or 
2.392  railroad  carloads  with  a  value 
af  88, 596, 674.

I  have  read  in  numerous  Southern 
Baptist  papers  the  letter  which  Dr. 
M.  E.  Dodd  sent  to  a  Southern  Bap¬ 
tist  student  now  at  Edinburgh  Uni¬ 
versity,  regarding  the  World  Council 
of  Churches. 

I  could  wish  that  Dr.  Dodd  had 
been  more  accurate  in  statements 
which  he  made.  He  is  entitled  to  his 
convictions  about  Southern  Baptist 
Isolationism  to  remaining  out  of  the 
World  Council  of  Churches.  I  have 
no  doubt  that  millions  of  Southern 
Baptists  share  them. 

However,  the  fact  is  that  the  Bap¬ 
tist  World  Congress  at  Copenhagen 
took  no  decisive  stand  either  for  or 
against  the  World  Council  because  it 
was  pointed  out  that  the  Alliance 
had  ho  authority  to  take  any  posi¬ 
tion  and  the  constitution  of  the  World 
Council  of  Churches  did  not  permit 
membership  of  international  organi¬ 
sations  of  churches. 

Again  Dr.  Dodd  Is  In  error  when  he 
says  that  Northern  Baptists  were  pro¬ 
hibited  from  entering  towns  in  Cali¬ 
fornia  by  the  Federal  Council  of 
Churches.  The  Federal  Council  exer¬ 
cises  no  authority  whatever  over  lo¬ 
cal  situations.  It  is  a  fellowship  or¬ 
ganization  of  25  or  more  national 
Protestant  denominations. 

Again,  Dr.  Dodd,  while  he  may  be 
correct  in  his  statistics  about  Northern 
Baptist  churches,  his  implications  are 
most  unfortunate.  There  are  three 
reasons  for  the  smaller  number  of 
Northern  Baptist  Churches  between 
1912  and  1948.  (1)  Southern  Baptist 
infiltration  into  Northern  Baptist 
areas,  (2)  withdrawal  of  some  sec¬ 
tions  like  New  Mexico,  Oklahoma, 
Missouri.  Southern  Illinois,  and  (3) 
the  closing  of  many  small  country 
churches  with  the  coming  of  the  au¬ 
tomobile  which  permitted  people  In 
rural  areas  to  drive  longer  distances 
to  more  substantial  churches  In  towns 
and  villages. 

Dr.  Dodd’s  apparent  Implication  Is 
that  Northern  Baptists  are  not  evan¬ 
gelistic  and  that  this  accounts  for  the 
smaller  number  of  churches.  This  im- 
plicaion  simply  cannot  be  substan¬ 
tiated.

(Continued) 

How  is  the  work  of  the  Convention  to 
be  carried  on  in  the  ad  interim?  How 
are  Convention  Board  members  nomi¬ 
nated  and  elected?  Does  the  association 
nominate  or  elect?  Whit  are  the  duties 
of  the  Exeeutive  Secretary  of  the  Con¬ 
vention  Board?  What  is  the  work  of 
the  Executive  Committee?  Who  may  be 
the  treasurer  of  the  Convention  Board? 
How  are  the  various  agencies  to  make 
reports?  Who  is  responsible  for  having 
the  work  of  auditing  done  for  the  various 
boards?  These  questions  are  answered 
in  Article  1. 

"The  general  work  of  the  Convention 
shall  be  committed  to  the  Convention 
Board,  which  shall  have  charge  and 
supervision,  unless  otherwise  provided, 
of  all  the  work  of  the  Convention,  in¬ 
cluding  Missions,  Education,  Social 
Service,  and  Benevolences,  in  the  inter¬ 
im  between  the  annual  sessions  of  the 
Convention.  The  Board  shall  be  com¬ 
posed  of  one  member  from  each  associa¬ 
tion,  nominated  by  the  association  and 
elected  by  the  Convention. 

The  clerks  of  the  association  shall 
notify  the  recording  secretary  in  writing 
before  the  annual  meetings  and  im¬ 
mediately  after  the  adjournment  of  the 
association  as  to  the  nomination  of  mem¬ 
bers.  If  any  association  fails  to  nomi¬ 
nate  or  to  notify  the  recording  secretary 
of  its  nomination,  a  member  of  the 
Board  from  such  association  shall  be 
nominated  and  elected  by  the  Conven¬ 
tion. 

The  Convention  Board  shall  annually 
elect  an  Executive  Secretary,  Who  shall 
be  the  executive  and  administrative 
agent  of  the  Convention  and  the  Con¬ 
vention  Board,  and  such  employees,  as¬ 
sistants.  and  representatives  as_may  be 
necessary  to  carry  on  the  work  of  the 
Board,  and  shall  fix  their  salaries.  „ 

The  Board  is  authorized  to  receive 
gifts,  accept  donations,  borrow  money, 
executive  notes,  invest  funds  and  make 
financial  arrangements  in  behalf  of  the 
Convention,  and  is  further  authorized 
and  empowered  by  resolution  entered 
upon  the  minutes  to  authorize  the  Execu¬ 
tive  Commltee.  or  the  person  designated 
by  the  Executive  Committee,  to  repre¬ 
sent  the  Board  in  all  these  matters. 

The  Board  shall  have  such  power  and 
authority  as  may  be  necessary  to  carry 
on  the  work  of  the  Convention  in  the 
interim  between  the  annual  sessions  of 
the  Convention. 

The  Board  shall  elect  annually  an 
Executive  Committee  of  nine  members, 
of  which  the  Executive  Secretary  shall 
be  an  ex-officio  member,  and  the  Execu¬ 
tive  Committee  shall  have  the  power 
and  authority  to  carry  on  the  work 
of  the  Board,  under  the  direction  sf

cooperation  with  the  Christian  Rural  Overseas  Program  (CROP),  your  Execu¬ 
tive  Committee  authorizes  this  statement  and  asks  Dr.  McCall  to  confer  with 
Dr.  W.  E.  Holcomb  about  details. 

CROP  will  also  contact  our  associations. 

A  county  organization  is  being  set  up  to  make  available  the  widest  possible 
contribution  of  farm  products.  All  gifts  marked  "BAPTIST'’  will  be  sent  to  our 
’Baptist  relief  agency.  This  is  Important:  Be  sure  that  each  Baptist  contributor 
indicates  on  his  gift  card  that  his  contribution  Is  a  Baptist  contribution. 

The  responsibility  of  CROP  ceases  when  the  eontributon  reaches  the  port 
ndlcated  by  our  relief  center.  From  the  port,  our  Baptist  agency  directs  the 
products  to  our  Baptist  needy  areas  throughout  the  world. 

CROP  Is  not  In  any  sense  a  tendency  toward  the  ecumenical  movement. 
On  the  contrary  CROP  seeks  to  preserve  the  denominational  Identity  of  the 
donor  and  his  products  In  both  accumulation  and  distribution.  Here  Is  our 
chance  to  put  food  from  Mississippi  Baptist  farms  Into  the  mouths  of  needy 
Baptists  of  the  world.

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Archie  Robertson  And 
Old  Time  Religion 

We  have  been  favored  with  an 
article  which  appeared  in  the  June 
IS  issue  of  LIFE  which  was  sent 
to  ns  by  D.  Lyon  Smith  of  Life’s 
Editorial  Services.  Had  this  not 
been  sent  to  us  the  article  would 
have  escaped  our  attention  as  we 
quit  subscribing  to  LIFE  MAGA¬ 
ZINE  bcause  it  seemed  to  major 
on  liquor  advertising  and  often 
seemed  to  try  to  belittle  religion. 

The  article  is  entitled,  “That 
Old  Time  Religion”  and  was  writ¬ 
ten  by  a  former  newspaper  report¬ 
er — Archie  Robertson,  son  of  the 
late  Dr.  A.  T.  Robertson,  world 
famous  Greek  scholar  and  for  50 
or  more  years  an  outstanding 
member  of  the  faculty  of  the 
Southern  Baptist  Theological  Sem¬ 
inary. 

Although  the  introductory  lines 
of  the  article  stated  that  ‘lively 
memories  of  his  (Archie  Robert¬ 
son,  the  author)  strict  but  happy 
Baptist  boyhood  lead  a  reporter  to 
revisit  the  South’s  ‘Valley  of  Relig¬ 
ion.’  There  he  finds  the  w-ellspring 
that  nourishes  Protestantism.” 

A  better  title  for  the  article 
would  be  “A  Newsman  Sneers  at 
Religion.”  He  sneers  at  his  fath¬ 
er’s  family  alter,  the  Sunday 
school,  his  Sunday  School  teacher, 
the  Sunday  School  officers,  the 
prayers,  the  pastor,  the  church 
building,  the  Sunday  School  litera¬ 
ture,  the  inspiration  of  the  Scrip¬ 
tures  and,  as  it  seems,  everything 
that  was  done  at  the  church  which 
he  attended. 

There  is  nothing  original  about 
the  sneering  criticism  and  cyni- 
cis  mof  Mr.  Robertson.  He  men¬ 
tions  the  old  lines  about  “The  con¬ 
secrated  cross-eyed  bear”  and 
questions  the  meaning  of  “open¬ 
ing  the  doors  of  the  church.”  He 
also  retells  the  old  joke  (We  heard 
it  in  North  Carolina  much  sooner 
than  he  claims  to  have  heard  it  at 
the  Louisville  Sunday  School) 
about  the  lecturer  who  dropped  a 
worm  into  a  glass  of  water,  where 


glass  of  whisky  where  it  died. 

“And  what  does  this  clearly 
prove,  gentlemen?"  asked  the 
prohibition  lecturer. 

A  black  sheep  spoke  up  from 
the  rear.  “If  you  drink  enough 
whisky  you’ll  never  have  worms.” 

We  also  heard,  when  a  child,  the 
story  that  Archie  attributes  to 
Mrs.  Trotter’s  daughter  Patsy, 
who  set  off  for  the  church  with 
two  nichels,  one  for  the  church, 
one  for  chewing  gum.  She  lost  one 
on  the  way  and  returned  with  the 
gum.  “The  Lord’s  nickel  rolled 
down  the  drain,”  she  explained. 

The  statement  by  Mr.  Robertson 
that  “during  my  high  school  days 
I  became  a  devout  follower  of  H. 
L.  'Mencker.  I  used  to  bring  home 
.  .  the  American  Mercury  in 

which  Mr.  Mencker  continued  to 
say  unkind  things  he  says  about 
the  Methodists  and  Baptist”  prob¬ 
ably  explains  much  o  fthe  unkind 
things  he  says  about  the  Baptists. 

The  statement  by  Mr.  Robertson 
that  “A  Baptist  church  was  usual¬ 
ly  the  ugliest  in  town  and  the 
more  prosperous  it  was  the  worse 
it  looked”  does  not  seem  to  fit  the 
facts. 

Some  of  our  Southern  Baptist 
Church  buildings  will  rank  among 
the  best.  In  fact  our  average  is 
about  as  good  as  any.  There  are 
no  church  buildings  superior  to 
the  following: 

Second  Ponce  de  Leon,  Atlanta, 
Georgia;  First,  Atlanta,  Georgia; 
First,  Knoxville,  Tennessee;  First, 
Winston-Salem,  North  Carolina; 
Virginia  Ave.,  Roanoke,  Virginia; 
First,  Richmond,  Virginia;  Grace, 
Richmond,  Virginia;  Gaston  Ave., 
Dallas,  Texas;  Cliff  Temple,  Dal¬ 
las,  Texas;  Coggin  Ave.,  Brown- 
wood,  Texas;  South  Main,  Hous¬ 
ton,  Texas,  and  many  others  can¬ 
not  be  listed  because  of  space  limi¬ 
tation. 

In  Mississippi,  Baptist  churches 
are  not  surpassed  by  those  of  any 
other  denomination.  The  follow¬ 
ing  are  only  a  few  of  the  many 
Mississippi  churches  that  will 
compare  favorably  with  those  of 
other  denominations:  First,  Jack- 
son;  Calvary,  Jackson;  First, 
Cleveland;  First,  Grenada;  First, 
Columbus;  Main  Street,  Hatties¬ 
burg;  Macedonia,  Lincoln  County; 
Friendship,  Pike  County;  Forest. 

Perhaps  Mr.  Robertson  is  sin¬ 
cere  in  saying,  “I  did  not  wish  my 
I»arent8  to  lose  their  religion  .  .  . 
but  often  wished  earnestly  that 
they  had  just  a  little  less.” 

He  indicates  that  the  Trotters 
were  his  ideal  Christian  family. 
He  describes  them  in  part  as  fol¬ 
lows:  “It  was  said  that  Dr.  Trot¬ 
ter  drank  a  little  .  .  .  Mrs.  Trotter 
.  .  .  was  about  as  worldly  as  a 
Presbyterian  can  be.”  In  another 
paragraph  he  writes,  "Wonderful 
Trotters — to  love  the  Ix>rd  in  such 
a  light-hearted  way!  Once  a  re¬ 


vivalist  used  words  which  seemed 
directed  at  people  just  like  the 
Trotters  when  he  denounced  the 
luke-warm  Christians  of  our 
worldly  city. 

Perhaps  this  is  the  key  to  the 
whole  article.  Mr.  Robertson 
seems  to  hare  always  approved 
the  world  and  sneered  at  the  God¬ 
ly.  He  frankly  states  that  he  joined 
the  church  without  evidence  of 
conversion.  That  is  one  of  our 
troubles  now — too  many  uncon¬ 
verted  church  members.  Continu¬ 
ing  he  states,  “I  lived  in  earnest 
protest  against  the  Baptists  and 
made  little  effort  to  understand 
their  origins  and  peculiariites.”  If 
so,  why  criticize  them? 

“Unlike  these  other  splinter 
groups,”  writes  Mr.  Robertson, 
“most  of  the  Freewill  Baptists 
have  long  since  united  with  the 
‘Missionary’  c  h  u  r  ch|e  s  of  the 
Northern  and  Southern  Baptist 
Conventions.” 

We  doubt  the  accuracy  of  this 
statement.  So  far  as  we  can  re¬ 
call  no  Freewill  Baptist  church  in 
North  Carolina  or  Mississippi  has 
identified  itself  with  Northern  or 
Southern  Baptists.  The  National 
Association  of  Freewill  Raptists 
met  in  Columbus,  Georgia,  in  July, 
1949  and  will  meet  in  Richmond, 
Virginia,  July  11-13,  1950.  There 
are  several  strong  Freewill  Bap¬ 
tist  churches  in  Mississippi  and 
they  are  numerous  in  North  Caro¬ 
lina. 

Throughout  the  article  by  Mr. 
Robertson  there  is  an  almost  hid¬ 
den  if  unitentional  testimony  to 
the  Baptist  faith.  Closing  he 
writes,  “I  drove  down  from  the 
Valley  feeling  that  I  had  been  mis¬ 
taken  to  worry  about  the  future 
of  religion.  It  will  never  dry  up 
while  it  is  fed  by  mountain 
springs.”

Dear  Mississippi  Friends: 

The  first  half  of  1949  has  been  the 
most  fruitful  period  I  have  spent 
since  entering  the  special  work  m 
which  I  am  now  engaged. 

Though  I  have  filled  a  few  engage¬ 
ments  outside  of  Mississippi  during 
the  January-June  period,  week-long 
periods  have  been  spent  in  Van 
Winkle  (Jackson),  Charleston,  Cor¬ 
inth,  Columbus,  Poplarville,  Gulfport, 
New  Albany,  West  Point,  Leland, 
Rosedale,  Biloxi,  Linn.  Laurel,  briefer 
periods  were  spent  in  Hattiesburg 
(Woman’s  College),  Wesson.  Blue 
Mountain  College  and  Perkinsbon. 

With  deep  gratitude  I  am  able  to 
report  that  during  these  months, 
there  were  485  additions,  39  dedica¬ 
tions  of  life  to  full  religious  work, 
and  over  5.000  decisions  made  by 
Christians  who  came  forward  to  ex¬ 
press  resolutions.  In  addition  to  the 
congregations  in  the  churches.  I  had 
the  high  privilege  of  speaking  to 
more  than  15,000  high  school,  college 
and  university  students  during  the 
spring.
